The Poary oxpeditiou part-y cndinY>d 
much hardship hvst winter, but started 
northward ofcaiu in April in an attoihpt to 
inalio a now roooi'd. Tho sticceudod in 
roaehinpc ludopuudenco bay, whoro thoy 
campp.d. 


Tho oxplorors woro unable to mako any 
pronouucoxl advanco northward, owing to 
tlio woaknoRs of tho party, bi)tih LVH> and 
Honson bpln« 'exhausted. A number of 
tlio do^a died from a plasno common 
amoiifi thorn. Tlio Kito roaolied Poary's 
hcadquavfcerfi Aur. 3 and started to return 
.on Spp>.. 1. Thoy spent tho intervening 
-.time oxiilnriiifi in tho interests of tho 
Greenland scientific expcMlitlon. Messrs. 
Diebitsrh, -Sulisiniry, Dycho, Lo Boutil- 
llcr and Walsii, who wore on board, sur- 
veyed many milos of unknown coasts. 


Thoy also discovered two larRo m^^tcor- 
lt-03, which thoy broufxht homo, and an- 
other, woiffhlnR forty tons, which It was 
IniposRlblo to take away. Thoy also found 
It Impossible to brlnpr homo Peary's liouso. 


Many specimens of detir, walrus and 
northern animals and birds, flowers and 
lichens were secured, but the captures 
were not as extensive as had been ox- 
nctod, owing to tho tlmo for exploring 
clnR cut short In the hurry to return. 
The Qtory of liieutonant Peary's latest 
trip is ono of prreatest hardship. "Waltlnft 
for the cessation of tho March equinotical 
gftles. thoy started from headquarters 
April 
throe nK^n, live slodf^es aud foi^ty- 
nine doprs. Within seven days thoy reached 
tho proximity of tho ail precious civcho of 
food on which tho success of the journey 
depended. Poary had cached it last year 
for the exuross purpose of utilizing It this 
spring. DlBappolntment, however, greeted 
them, as tho most persistent and carcful 
ecorch failed to And it. Luet winter's 
snows had oTiIitcratod every trac^ of it. 
With this terrible damper at their Urst 
fit ii-t the throe still dared to venture Into 
tho un)cuown. 


It mtiant hardship, privation, possibly 
death, but thoy would not retreat. Shorfc- 
enlng thoir rations they bcf^an tlielr terri- 
ble journey. The sufferings they endured 
fow can tt?U. Tho paity of three men was 
inadequate to face this wilderness, and 
tills was proven whi*n Lee gave up through 
slioer exhaustion and lay clown to die. His 
faithful compaiiiond di'ew him on a sledge 
for 150 miUiS till Independeuco bay was 
n^wihi^d, wliero pormaneut camp was 
formed and the sulTercr treated till ho re- 
covered. 


Peary wOvS, however, powerless to malso 
t»ny now discov^-rlea. Hi» dua-iidnot veutaro 
ture alone on tlie ico and land masses ex- 
tending north l)eyond tho range of vision. 
A few miles of coast exploration to tho 
northward, in tlio din^etion where a Jutr 
ting capo forms Loekwood's liigheat point, 
8i3.34, reached In 18S3, foms tho Bolltui-y 
achievement, and, displriti»d and balTle.d, 
Peury turnid Ins face homeward. During 
tho stay on tiio oiowt eiglifc niubk oxen wero 
shot, and theli* flesh, enabling the peniml- 
can stores to be kept for the retui'u, saved 
tho three oxplorcrs from a misorable death 
from huugtu* on that Viust Inland sea of Ice. 


Tlioy started back on June 15, uud afuu- 
a Willi's travel Ltio again showed signs of 
wt'akness. They i)usbed on at top siK>ed, 
but food for tlie dt»gB was llkewlso unob- 
tainable, and lb spiuidily bivrivmo a case of 
tiip stu-vlval of tile lUteflt.

In all ¡)robability the Salmon River 
Bannocks here mentiuued had recently 
crossed the monnlam^ from the east- 
ward owing to pressure by the Black- 
feet, as it is certain that the former 
claimed as their laud the southwest- 
ern portions of Montana, 
containing 
some of the richest portions of tho 
Territory, in which are now situated 
Virginia 
City, 
Bozenmu

many other towns of importance. The 
number of this b&nd in Ifcio;:} is un- 
known, although Slovens remarks that 
they had been more than decimated 
by the rava^jes of the small-pox and 
by tho inroads of the Blackleet.

A NEW SEWER INLET.

A NEW SKWKIi INLKT, 


One That May Be Kaeily Flushed and 
Cleaned When Desired. 


The sower iulet shown in the aocom- 
pauylug illustration is a Gorman iuvon- 
lion that has roceutly boen introducod. 
The dosign is to oxoludo street dirt 
from the sower and to afford a ready 
means of flushing the inlet. 
To oIToct 
this a partition is placed at tJie ninuih 
of the inlet and tho base of tho inlet 
proper is connectod 
with the 
street 
water main. A siphon trap is provided 
to out oft' sewer gas. 


When it is desired to olean the inlet, 
the hinged cover is opened and the de- 
posits in the chamber are removed with 
a scoop. Then the valve is opened, and 
water rises In the inlet In a stronj; 
Btream, which the cover throws hack, ' 
BO that the entire space is lillcd, up to 
the level of the gutter. 


A further flushing takes place when 
the valve is closed, and 
all the sur- 
rounding parts of the sewer are washed 
clean. 
Each cleaning reiiuiros about 
forty gallons of water, and one man 
can clean from 100 to 2(MJ inlets a day.

CUT OFF AT HANOVEK, AND DIED A

George Shrum, of York, aged about 
40 yeans, a brakeman, was run down 
by an engine at 3 o'clock Friday 
in the freight yard of the Western 
Maryland railroad, at Hanover, and 
both legs were severed from his body 
by the wheels passing over them. 


At the time the accident occurred 
Shrum was coupling cars to make up a 
train for the York «local." 
After 
making a running shift he attempted 
to mount the lender of the engine, 
and In the effort he slipped and fell. 
He was thrown between the switch and 
main tracks, with his legs across one 
rail.

He was picked up by his fellow 
workmen who carried him to the plat- 
form in front of H . S. Reiley's office, 
and Dr. J . H. Bittinger, the railroad 
company's physician, was summoned. 
Upon examining the wonnds, the doc- 
tor ordered the man's removal to the 
American House. 


About noon Dr. Bittinger, assisted 
by Dr. J. A. Melsheimer, Dr. H. M. 
Alleman and Harvey Becker, amputat- 
ed both legs of the injured man.

right was taken off at the knee joint, 
and the left a few inches below the 
knee.

About six months ago Dr. E» K. Shaub 
secured a fine healthy setter pup to 
which he gave generous quantities of 
meat of a cow which had died of lung 
•trouble. 
The dog soon showed signs 
of disense, grew thin, and lost its appe- 
tite, antl when slaughtered Sunday its 
lungs were covered with traces of the 
disease. 
Rats which were fed on por 
lions of the meat were also found to be 
badly diseased. 
'I'he doctors have also 
satisfied themselves that not only the 
eating of diseased meat will produce 
the disease, but the partaking of the 
milk of afflicted cows will cause it. 
A 
pair of healthy goats have for several 
months been given the milk of cows 
known to be but slightly affected with 
the disease and when killed and dis- 
sected evidence of tuberculosis was 
iound in each ol them. 


The Messiah craze has again made 
its appearance among the Pawnee and 
Oteo Indians, in Oklahoma Territory, 
but seems in a fair way to be brought 
^to a speedy end by the arrest of VV. W, 
White, a Pawnee Indian, and Buffalo 
Black, an Oteo, who were brought to 
Guthrie in irons from their respective 
reservations Saturday. 
They have been 
telling the Indians that a great Messiah 
would come and would brmg with him 
all 
Indians in 
the 
happy 
hunting 
grounds; that under the leadership of 
the Messiah the whites would be swei)t 
from the face ol the earth and the or- 
iginal prairies and iorts, and buffalo 
and deer would reappear. 
The chil- 
dren go to school in war paint and 
leathers. 
There was some difficulty 
in making the arrest, and it is possible 
that hostilities may follow. 
The charge 
on which the Indians were arrested was 
that of inciting an insurrection. 


For some weeks women and young 
girls returning from balls, parties, or 
other places late at night at Ashley, 
near Wilkesbarre, have been frighten- 
ed by a man known as "Jack 
the 
Hugger." 
Several have been caught 
by him and kissed and hugged, and 
numerous others pursued to the doors 
of their homes. 
Husbands and broth- 
ers armed themselves and laid in wait 
lor the person, but he successfully elud- 
ed all efforts at capture until Saturday 
night. 
Jack Gannon, who is night 
man at the Stanton Breaker, saw a girl 
at midnight Saturday run by scream- 
ing, and followed by a man.

The ])lanting and culture of trees and 
flowers cannot be too highly commend- 
ed nor its great importance too dearly 
imi)resscd upon the youthful mind, 
considered from a sanitary, intellect- 
ual, iesthetic, and financial point of 
view. 
It should be encouraged 
by 
every citizen who has an abiding in- 
terest in the future welfare of the 
Commonwealth. 


«'Now, therefore, I, Robert E. Pat- 
tison. Governor of the said Common- 
wealth, in accordance with 
custom 
which has received the oiiicial sanc- 
tion of our General Assembly, there- 
by, the Governor is requested to ap- 
point annually a day to be designat- 
ed as Arbor day in Pennsylvania and 
to recommend by proclamation to the

"The selection of either of the above 
designated days is left to the discre- 
tion of the people in the various sec- 
tions of the Commonwealth, each lo- 
cality observing that day which is 
deemed to be the most favorable on 
account of climatic conditions. I call 
upon the people to lay aside for a 
season the habitual activities of the 
day and devote sufficient time thereof 
to plant a forest, fruit, or ornamental 
tree along the public highways and 
streams, in private and public parks, 
about the public school house, and on 
the public grounds, in gardens and on 
the farms, thus promoting the pleas- 
ure, profit, and prosperity of the peo- 
ple of the State, providing protection 
against floods and storms, securing 
health and comfort, increasing that 
which is beautiful and pleasing to the 
eye, comforting the physical life, and 
elevating to the mind and heart.

y 1 y H E most difficult trick trti ele- 
phant is called \ipon to do in 
the circus rincj is to stand on 
his head. 
When the trainer 
has'an elephant to break to this feat 
he begins by chaining the 
animal's 
front legs to strong stakes, aud then 
fastens other chains to tho bind legs 
below the knees» the ends of the chains 
being connected with a block 
and 
tackle attached 
at 
the top 
of tho 
building. 
When all is ready, a num- 
ber of men on a puir of horses are sot 
to work hauling on tho tackle, and tho 
elephants huge hindquarters are liter- 
ally hoisted into the air until the force 
of gravitation 
and 
the restraining 
power of the Iront chains bring him 
into the required position. 
Of course 
the animal when treated thus for tho 
first time is thrown into intense rage 
and 
fear. , 
Ho 'trumpets 
fiercely, 
thrashing the ground with his trunk 
and straining at the chains. 
Some- 
times the chains are broken in tho vi- 
olence of the strugfile, but more often 
tho stakes are jmlled 
out 
of 
tho 
ground. 


Fifteen minutes at a time is as much 
of this severe exercise as it is consid- 
ered safe to put upon an elephant. 
He is released and has two or three 
hours to recover himself. 
Then Iho 
chains aro made fast again, tho hind 
legs once more lifted ii!|o the air and 
the elephant brought b j ^ 
into tho 
position required, 
Four<or five times 
a day this operation is gone through 
with, and every time the same strug- 
gles and resistance are 
encountered. 
Once entered upou, the task is never 
abandoned 
until 
the elephant 
has 
learned tho lesson, although six or 
tieven weeks are usually necessary to 
success. 
By degrees the elephant l)e- 
comes accustomed to staadiog on his 
head and allows the chains to do their 
work more willingly. 
At last comes 
the day when the keeper can make 
him roll forward and lift his hind 
quarters into the air morely at a word 
of command and perhaps with a prod 
of the elephant hook. 


The remarkable memory possessed 
by elephants shows itself iu tho per- 
sistence with which they stick to a 
certain order in the tricks they do, 
once 
these have 
been 
thoroughly 
learned. 
For instance, if the trainer 
nhould give a wrong command to his 
elephants while they are performing 
in the ring the chances arp that they 
would disobey him and esecuto tho 
order which should have been given. 
If, for example, be told them to march 
when ordinarily he would have told 
them to wait?, they would go ahead 
and waltz, refusing to do tho march 
except in the usual order. 


•'We used to think," said an ele- 
phant trainer, **that tho only way to 
deal with a bad elephant was to tor- 
ture him until ho squealed, 
which 
meant surrender. 
And I am sorry to 
say that many good elephants have on 
this principle been tortured to their 
death because their keepers knew no 
better. 
Fully half the elephants that 
are taken with these bursts of frenzy 
will endure any suffering that can bo 
put upon them rather than show tho 
white feather. They will let you drive 
books and spears into them until they 
are covered with blood; they will let 
you burn them all over with red-hot 
irons; they will let you beat them, 
shoot them, do anything to them, but 
they will not give up ; you can'tmake 
them squeal. 
And if you persist in 
this kind of torture you will simply 
end by kilhng the elephant. 
It's an 
awful thing tho way keepers used to 
torture elephants to their death; ifc 
makes me shudder to think of it. 


••I have found out a way of bringing 
fierce elephants to their senses with- 
out pushing things too far. 
T never 
found it to fail, 
I chain them down, 
but I don't use hot irons or spears or 
axes, only clubs, 
I get two gangs of 
twelve men each, and keep them club- 
bing for a couple of hours. 
In ono 
case I had ono gang club until they 
were tired out, and then let tho other 
gang lay on, and so on. The elephant 
never squealed while they were club- 
bing him, he wns too game for that; 
his rage was up and he would have let 
them torture him to death 
without 
showing tho white feather. 
But that 
wasn't my idea; 1 didn't want to mako 
him squeal that day. 
Ho after tho. 
men bad clubbed him for two hour^ I 
loosened the chains and lot him get 
up, but kept the chains on the fore- 
legs. 
The next day his body was m 
sore 
from the 
ciubbing 
that 
tho 
slightest touch caused intense pain. 
After he had been left alone for twen- 
ty-four hours his rage was calmed a 
little; and when we chained him down 
the next day and the men began club-, 
bing him again he squealed within tivo 
minutes; he couldn't stand any moro 
oiubbmg on that sore hide of his. The 
result was we had his spirit broken 
without doing him any great harm. 
Now there isn't a more obedient ele- 
phant in the whole herd,"—New York 
Sun.

EvSCRTBING the mnnufactnre 
of wooden 
articles for 
the 
household iu 
a factory 
at 
Traverse 
City, 
Mich, 
(the 
larijest in the world), the Chicago Koc- 
orrl says: 


The lo^s as they are cut in the for- 
est are floated down the Boardman 
Kiver to the raillbooms, and, as they 
are wanted, are hoisted into the saw- 
mill, where they are cut. 
For 
the 
butter dishes maple is the only 
wood 
used. 
The outer slabs of the maple 
logs are slashed off and cut to dimen- 
aions forlirewood. 
Theu a few layers 
are sliced off for lumber. 
After thQ, 
slabs and lumber are cut a piece of 
timber about six inches iu thickness 
and eight inches wide is loft the length 
of the log, and this is the part re- 
served for the butter dishes. 


The heavy timber is cut into blocks 
ten or twelve inches in lenp^th and 
boiled in huq:o vats until thoroughly 
softened. 
The hot blocks are placed 
in machines which scoop out tbe but- 
ter dishes at the rate of 200 a miuute. 
A curved knife revolving on a spindle 
does the work, the block being auto- 
matically advanced with each revolu- 
tion of tbe spindle, and a knife work-

As the dishes fall from tbe machine 
they drop into a funnel which carries 
them to the dry-kilns. 
Through 
the 
drying process they pass automatical- 
ly and iinally fall upon a long table, 
where a row of girls sort them and 
prepare them for packing. 
It takes.' 
about twenty minutes for the plates to 
go through tbe drying process, 
and 
not a hand touches them until the girls 
sorb them for packing. 
Ten machinés 
are working constantly on the oval 
butter dishes, and the capacity of the 
works is approximately 600,000 a day. 
Rarely is any department shut down 
through lack of orders. 
The dishes 
are shipped to all parts of the country, 
with Now 
York, 
Boston, 
Chicago, 
Philadelphia and St. Louis as the chief 
markets. 
Some foreign trade is done, 
])ut tbe home demand has thus far 
been so great that there has been no 
time to work up a foreign trade. 


The most wonderful machine in the 
ahop is that which manufactures the 
wire-end dishes. 
For these the logs 
are cut into bolts, 
boiled 
and theu 
converted into veneers the thickness 
of tl' i material used 
in the plates. 
Still hot and steaming, the veneers are 
fsd through a machine which cuts the 
veneer to the required shape and size, 
marks the folds, folds them and news 
the ends of tbe dish with wire, 
and 
finally delivers 
the 
diyh complete at 
the other end. 
These machines turn 
out the wire-end dishes at tbe rate of 
loo a minute and 
the 
factory facili- 
ties are for 2j0,000 a day when 
run- 
ningat full capacity. 
Tae patents on 
the wire-end dishes havt? exi)ire 1 if 
they were ever patented, and there are 
a number of otlier manufacturers in 
the country, but the oval scooped-out 
dish is by far tbe moat i^opular.

In making clothespins cull lumber, 
which cannot bo used for dishes and is 
not suitable for high-grade lumber, ig 
used. 
The lumber as it oomes irom 
the saw is cut into lengths the siisc of 
the clothespin. 
These blocks of wood 
are carried to a receptacle above and 
rapidly fed down upon a table, where 
a nimble'liugered girl arranges them 
fjidewise upon a revolving metal belt. 
The bolt carries them to tne turning 
machine, whore the blocks are cut into 
the shape of a clothespin without the 
fork. As the turned blocks drop down 
another girl 
arranges them upon an- 
other belt, whieh carries them to the 
saw which forks the pins and gives 
them the 
inner bevel 
on tbe ends. 
From this machine the pins drop into 
a carrier, which takes thom to the big 
revolving cylinders where 
they are 
dried and polished, the cylinders re- 
ceiving and delivering the pins auto- 
matically. 
The last operation is to

The lamented corn, or callosity pro- 
duced by pressure, congeatiou and in- 
creased formation of epidermis, may 
be softened by moisture, as by soak- 
ing in warm water, by the application 
of a starch or soap poultice ; and, be- 
ing softened, the thick cuticle may be 
thinned 
by scrapiuG: with 
a blunt 
knife, or the albuminous epidermis 
may be dissolved by an alkaline solu- 
tion, with moderate friction. 


When the thickening has been re- 
duced surtlciently, it 
may be kept 
down by daily washing with 
soap. 
The soft corn requires remjval with 
the knife; if it be of moderate .size a 
single pinch with a piiir of pointed 
•scissors will cflect its removal, while 
the bard callosity will require patieul 
digging with the point of a not too 
sharp knife. Tne eye of the corn may 
be always made visible by rubbing the 
part with eau do cologne or spirits of 
wine, and any remains of the corn 
may be detected in this way, either 
during or after the operation. 


The removal of a corn may be very 
considerably aided by the use of the 
compound tincture of iodine painted 
on tbe Hwalling, 
íáoap and water, so 
useful to tbe skin in many ways, are 
expressly serviceable to feet atliicted 
with 
corns, 
and 
particularly 
when 
they are soft corns. 
Daily washing 
with soAp, and the subseí^uent inter- 
position of a piece of cotton-wool be- 
tween the toeff, may be considered as 
a cure for a soft corn. 
In these cases 
the skin may be hardene I by spong- 
ing with spirits of camphor after th3 
washing. 
Tha cotDon-wool should be 
removed at night, and this is a good 
'time for the camphorated spirits,—
